City Prison a Wreck and Oflicers 
Narrowly Escape.

HUNTING A 
NEGRO. 


A Boy and a Baby Flll^? and Several 
Persons Injured —The Negro Is 
Taken by Officers to Cleve­ 
land and Thus Saved. 


A man named Mull was shot in the 
head. 
A driver for the American 
company was shot in the leg. 
It is certain that ninny more 
Were wounded. 
The off!oern managed to escape from 
the building at I o’clock this morning. 
The building was almost completely 
wreck**! by dynamite. 
Several other 
buildings were damaged. 
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Q U IE T AT AKRON. 


Akron, O., Aug. 28.—In this city, the 
heart of the boasted western reserve, a 
mob last uight sought the life of a 
negro prisoner and in a coufliet with the 
authorities shed blowl. 
Louis Peck, a 
negro, was put in jail vest* rday on a 
oharge of criminally assaulting the little 
daughter of Theodore Mass. The report 
that he had confessed spread rapidly 
until a mob had gathered. 
Not believ­ 
ing 
the 
statement 
of 
the 
sheriff 
that Peck had been seut out of tth« 
city the crowd sent committees through 
the city prison and the county jail to 
search for the negro. 
This proving 
fruitless the mob gathered in front of 
the city prison, where tho mayor tried 
to induce them to disperse. 
Some one 
fired a shot at the prison. 
Other shots 
followed and for a few minutes thero 
were terrible scenes. 
Two persons are 
d ad from bullet wounds and several 
badly wounded, one of tho bittor fatally. 
Shortly after midnight the mob broke 
into a hardware store and took all the 
firearms aud ammunition they could 
find, including guns, revolvers and rifles 
and proceeded to tho city building aud 
opened fire on the defenders aud finally ; 
set fin* to the Columbia hall which ad­ 
joins the city building. 
Between I aud 2 o’clock Wednesday 
morning Officer P. Duffy arrested Peck, 
who during the day had confessed to 
having attempted on Monday to assault 
Christian, the 6-year-old daughter of 
Mr. Maas, industrious and respected 
people who live on Perking Hill. 
The story of his confession spread like 
wildfire through the city aud several 
thousand people gathered about the 
city prison and forced in tho doors. 
The prison was soon {Nicked with the 
mob and the officers offered no resist­ 
ance as Peck had been quietly taken to 
Cleveland. 
To satisfy the mob the officers sug­ 
gested that a committee of six be ap­ 
pointed to search all the cells and go 
through every part of the building. 
This was done and as the negro was not 
found a yell was made, “ Now for the 
county jail. 
Give us the negro aud we 
will deal with him .” 
A mad rush followed for the jail and 
soon the jail was in the hands of the 
mob, 
After going through the private apart­ 
ments of the jail the crowd started to 
batter down the big iron doors. 
Depu­ 
ty Sheriff Stone stood in front of the 
prison doors and made a speech. 
He informed the crowd that Peck 
could not be found there aud he told the 
people in the mob to select a committee 
aud he would allow the committee to 
search the jail from top to bottom. 
A committee was quickly selected and 
the Jail was searched, every cell bei^ig 
peered into. Satisfied that the negro 
was not there the mob then rushed across 
tue street and forced open the doors of 
the courthouse. 
The courthouse wai* 
soon packed aud all rooms searched ex­ 
cept those in the treasury department. 
A start was made to tear off the iron 
doors of the treasury department bui 
the mob decided not to tackle the job, 
aud then the thousands of men and boys* 
again rushed back to the city prison, 
crying for the blood of Peok. 
The city prison was again surrounded 
and hundreds of people forced their way 
into the prison for the second time, in­ 
sisting that Peck was there. 
Mayor 
Young appeared at one of tho wiadowe 
in the part of the budding. He addressed 
the mob as best he 
could, 
saying 
that 
Peck 
had been taken out of 
the prison at 4 o’clock by Sheriff Kelly 
and driven out of the city in a closed 
carnage. 
The people in the mob would 
not believe the mayor aud continued to 
yell aud demand that Peck be surren­ 
dered. 
At 10 o’clock the mob began for the 
third time to attack the city prison. 
Some one in the crowd begall shooting 
at the building. 
This was followed by 
several more shots. 
The officers in the 
building appeared at the windows and 
began to shoot over the heads of the 
people. 
A man with a shotgun theu 
fired at the officers. 
It is said that sev­ 
eral officers were wounded. 
The crowds 
theu began to smash in the widows of 
the city building and the firing became 
general. 
Hundreds of shots were ex­ 
changed and a boy, Glen Wade, was 
carried dead from tAe street. 
Mayor Young stayed in the building to 
directa call for the militia. 
All the am­ 
bulances of the city were called out aud 
the excitement was tTitense. 
The front 
of the citv building is a total wreck. 
At 10-45 p. m. Prison Keeper John E. 
Washer came from the city building aud 
was knocked down by a brick. 
He was 
badly injured about the head and had tc 
receive medical attention. 
It is known that two people were kill­ 
ed aud another person is dying at the 
hospital.

Glen Wade, aged B lears, died after 
being shot through the heart. 
John M. Davidson’s 4-year-eld child, 
shot dead in a baby carriage. 
Fred V. Orwick, aged 25 years, badly 
wounded with buckshot. 
He is now 
dying at the hospital. 


Molt M elted Away after C om pletely I>e- 
"I raying the City Hall. 
Akron, O., Aug. 28.—With the ap­ 
proach of dawn the riotous mob which 
held possession of this city thoughout 
Wednesday night melted away aud 
when the sun arose the streets present­ 
ed the usual appearance. 
At 8 o'clock 


1 this morning company O of the Eighth 
I Ohio regiment arrived on a special 
I train from Canton and at once marched 
i to the scene of the rioting. 
Malitiamon 
were at once placed on guard duty 
around the buildings but found little 
j to do. 
Ollief of Police Harrison has left the 
city and his whereabouts is unknown, 
j He is suffering from a severe nervous 
shock. 
Officer A. G. G reeniest has 
been appointed by the mayor as acting 
chief. 
Mayor Young has issued a proc­ 
lamation cloning all saloons until further 
orders. 
The city hail is totally wrecked 
by dynamite and fire. 
Guards were strung along the main 
street to keep back the crowds of curios- ; 
itv seekers. 
The excitement has calmed 
down aud now the people of Akron are 
ruefully contemplating the smoldering 
evidences of the wild fury of the mob. 
It is not likely there will be any further 
trouble.
